1 . The amendment changes the scope of the claims, which would require further 
consideration and search. 

2. Applicant's arguments, see After Final Amendment, filed June 23, 2006, with 
respect to claims 1-9 have been fully considered and are persuasive in part. The 
rejection of claims 1-3 and 9 in view of Ozaki would be overcome by the amendment. 

3. However, Taninai (US Pub 2004/0248628) reads over the claims as amended. 
Figures 1 and 2 would indicate to one of ordinary skill in the art a cover housing that 
rotates in a vertical direction over the angle G. The ordinary skill in the art would enable 
a worker to produce such a device. Therefore Taninai anticipates claim 1 as amended.
